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THE LESSON OF THE SAN ANTONIO FLOOD 


The San Antonio flood has not been without its lesson. 
After the flood at San Antonio in 1913 engineers told 
the city authorities that there was danger of a more disas­ 
trous recurrence of the flood unless measures were taken 
to control Olmos creek, which empties into the San Antonio 
river near its head above the city of San Antonio. For some 
reason no action was taken on this warning. 
The result has 
been property damage equal to the cost of controlling Olmos 
creek or more and the loss of half a hundred lives or more. 
Now Mayor Black of San Antonio has announced that he 
will ask for a municipal bond issue of $5,000,000 to protect 
the city from future floods. 
After the disaster last week 
action is almost certain to be taken. 
As a result San An­ 
tonio will be a safer and a better city. 
The San Antonio disaster is causing Dallas to seriously 
consider it position and methods to secure safety. Dallas lies 
beside the Trinity river, a vicious, treacherous and destructive 
stream when stirred and swollen and irritated by the great 
floods of water that sweep down its course from a vast area 
in North Texas. The Trinity has caused great damage in 
Dallas in the past. 
The next flood is likely to wreak greater 
damage because dikes have been built below Dallas which

him sip his evening soup in peace. 
His fervent prayer has been ans­ 
wered. 
The theory of the modern ship 
stablixer calls into play th e charac­ 
teristic 
of 
the 
rapidly 
w hirling 
gyroscope to m aintain it axis of 
spin or plane or rotation rigidly 
in any direction. 
W hen the powerful action of the 
waves tends to roll the ship, the 


spinning gyroscope, being dislodged 
from its vertical plane of rotation, 
at once opposes this rolling action 
by an equal force. The big wheel 
tilts in the proper direction, fore or 
aft, in a plane at right angles to 
the disturbance. 
Practically all of 
the power used to stabilize the ves­ 
sel comes from the very waves that 
are creating the disturbance. 
In 
other words, the vessel is ultim ately 
stabilized by the very force th at 
tries to roll it.

cast-steel wheel, or rotor, amounted 
In suitable bearings to carry its 
reaction through the steel casing 
and gudgeons to the vessel. In all 
experim ents, with the exception of 
those for the largest battleships, one 
wheel m ounted with vertical axis 
was sufficient to control the motion 
of tho wheel. 


The gyro 
wheel 
is run by a 
simple alternating-current, squirrel­ 
e d m otor, w ith no brushes or slip 
rings. For the high rate of speed 
at which the wheel travels, a con­ 
siderable supply of oil is necessary. 
This is autontaticfclly m aintained a t 
the proper flow by a gear pump 
connected to the m otor shaft. 
The elim ination of wallowing re­
